July 7.—Here is the most 
peculiar 


town on the American continent and 
one that shows what patience and good 
sense will do for a savage race. 


Here 600 or 700 Indians have estab- 


lished a village and here they 
live 


alone and prosper. There is but one 
white man among them, but he is the 
moving spirit of the whole—Win. Dun- 
can. 


There is no prettier or neater vil- 


lage on the Alaskan coast than Met- 
lakatia. Its streets are well laid out 
and flanked by good plank side-wailks. 
The Indians live in good substantial 
bouses, and the; village boasts a good

sawmill., a first-class salmou cannery 
which turns out from 7000 to 10,000 
cases a year, a newspaper and a photo- 
grapher. There are also a number of 
expert wood carvers and bark weavers, 
whose work command top prices in the 
cast. There is a large school house, 
boardfng homes for boys and girls, and 
a general store where one can buy any- 
thing he wants, and a very beautiful 
church. 


In 1S57 Wm. Duncan was sent from 


England as a lay missionary of the 
Church of England in response to Ad- 
miral Pevost's report of the terrible 


condition of native life on the coast. 
In spite of all attempts to dissuade him 
he established his mission at Fort 
Simpson, where lived a large band ot 
tho worst 
Indians in the. country. 


Within three years he had learned the 
Tsimsian language and had so endear- 
ed himself to the natives that 50 of 
them lelt their village and with him es- 
tablished another village at some dis- 
tance. 


Here the erstwhile savages cleared 


the land, erected tidy two-story cot- 
tages and their public buildings. They 
had their own trading schooner, a 
brass band and fire brigade, and a 
duly elected council of ciders controll- 
ed municipal affairs. 


This peculiar settlement, this Utopia 


in the wilderness, prospered amazing- 
ly . Mr. Duncan knew 
his 
paople. 


There,was more to Christianity, he be- 
lieved, than church-going and hymn- 
singing. The men were taught carpen- 
tering, 
cabinet-making , shoemaking, 


coopering, tanning, 
ropemaking and 


many other trades. The women were 
instructed in the arts of housekeeping, 
sewing and cooking as well as those 
of weaving shawls, blankets and cloth 
from the hair of the mountain goats 
and baskets from the roots and grasses 
Between times all were instructed in 
the religion of Christ. 


But Arcadia cannot last forever and 


in 18S1 trouble came 
The bishop in 


charge of the district objected to the 
simple religious forms used by Mr. 
Duncan, and after standing the severe 
criticisms of the bishop and the society 


turn. He did so and proposed to take 
his community to the American side. 
, BUD the church claimed all the prop- 
erty and when seven-eights of the peo- 
!ple followed Mr. Duncan they were al 
. lowed to take with tli^m only their per- 
sonal effects. Everything else was" left 
to the handful who remained with the 
bishop. The building fell into decay, 
the machinery rusted and when a few 
years later, the bishop moved away the 
clearing relapsed into wilderness and 
(.ho people into savagery. 


In the meantime 
TOO Indians who 


had followed Mr. Duncan, established 
themselves on Annette island and be- 
gan the hard task of rebuilding their 
shattered Utopia. 
Mr Duncan visited 


the eastern states and had no trouble 
in enlisting aid and friends for his In- 


, dians. 
Congress set aside the island 


as a reservation for their use. In a few 
years they had bulft up under a more 
generous flag a village even more at- 
tractive and better than the old. 


In this new village no white man 


•save Mr. Duncan is allowed to live

they would not be acceptable to this 
government. It is, therefore, impossi- 
ble for this government to recede from 
its previous statement, soberly made, 
or listen to the talk of negotiating a 
ne\\ treaty which wolud give Colombia 
greater advantages and an annuity of 
$500,000 instead 
of $250.000, which 


some of the Colombians demand. This 
demand is termed blackmail. 


The talk of the President and Sec- 


retary Hay was for the 
purpose of 


mapping out a plan which shall be pur 
sued, in view of the admitted failure 
of the treaty. There are three alterna- 
tives for the administration to pursue, 
and none will be taken until after full 
consideration with leaders in Congress 


The first is to ignore Colombia, pro- 


ceed to construct the canal under the 
treaty with New Grenada of 1846, fight 
Colombia if she objects and create the 
independent goverrment of Panama 
out of Hie present State of Panama. 
This would give the United States 
what would bo expected to be a short 
and inexpensive war, but would insure 


permanent settlement of the ques- 


tion of the sovereignty of a canal /.one 
across the isthmus of Panama. 


The second alternative is that the 


President shall act in acordance with 
the piovisions of the Spooner law, and, 
having failed to make a treaty of a 
satisfactory kind with Colombia, turn 
to the Nicaragua route, and build the 
canal via Greytown, Lake 
Nicaragua 


and Brito. The third course is to de- 
lay this great work until something 
transpires to make Colombia see light 
and then resume negotiations for an- 
other treaty. This course might be 
followed if the treaty came back with- 
out many important amendments. 


The first and third courses would 


imply that notwithstanding the report 
of the Isthmian Canal Commission the 
administration is concinced that Pana- 
ma ii? the only route for a canal. 


It would doubtless be a surprise to 


the public that a course which is euie 
to involve us in war with a South Am- 
erican Republic is one of the methods 
of procedure being soberly contempla- 
ted by the United States. There is 
little doubt That if we began to dig the 
canal under the terms of the treaty of 
1864 that Colombia would declare war. 
It ie admitted that such a war would 
go far to destroy the good feeling en- 


teeth, from forty to fifty in each jaw, 
are admirably adapted to catch, and 
schools of them will pursue tbe shoals 
of herring, mackerel, pilchards and 
other fish into bays and estuaiies.

Iced Tea. antt Soda Water. 


To those who reveJ in the multiform 


summer drink the recent statement of 
Dr. Wiley, chemist for the United 
States department of agriculture, that 
"iced tea is suicidal and the devil lurks 
in the soda fountain" comes like n 
bomb. The doctor goes on to explain 
that the extreme cold contracts the 
pores and congests the coating of the 
stomach. But, despite this authority's 
ample dissertations on the evils of "re- 
frigerating the stomach while the ther- 
mometer stands well on to 100 in the 
shade," it is doubtful if the run on 
fountains will be perceptibly decreased 
thereby. The doctor urges that more 
fruits and cereals and less meat in the 
summer bill of fare would so reduce 
the natural temperature that moder- 
ately cold water would answer all re- 
quirements of the system and by de- 
grees of the now perverted appetite.
